Jonathan Carda, being first duly sworn on oath, deposes and states that he is a 
Detective of the Sioux Fails Police Department and states that he is one of the officers 
in charge of the investigation of the above-styled matter. That your Affiant makes this 
Affidavit in support of the State's Attorney's request for a warrant for the arrest of the 
above-named Defendant(s), and in compliance with SDCL 23A-2-2, and states as 
follows: 

1. On 10/29/2018 at 12:24 hrs, Officers of the Sioux Falls Police Department 
were dispatched to 737 S. Hawthorne Ave in reference to a cardiac arrest. Based 
on this call for service, case number 2018-37230 was generated. 

2. Responding Officers were informed a baby was not breathing and upon arrival, 
paramedics were performing DPR on a baby on the living room floor, 

3. The Defendant was in the residence and identified the baby as her son, 

C.A.W. DOB: 09/13/18. The child was quickly transported to Sanford ER via 
ambulance. Upon arrival at Sanford, the baby did not respond to efforts to revive 
him. The time to death was noted at 13:13 hrs.

4. During the ensuing investigation, it was learned the Defendant was co¬ 
sleeping with the baby, who was partially covered with a comforter. The 
Defendant stated she was sleeping on her bed with her arm around the baby 
when she discovered blood around the baby’s nose. The baby was found to be 
“limp” and the Defendant went to a neighbor’s apartment to summon assistance. 

5. Due to nature of the baby’s death and information provided by DSS about 
concerns they had regarding the Defendant using methamphetamine after the 
baby’s birth, the Defendant was interviewed at Sanford. Detectives questioned 
the Defendant as to the possibility of drugs in her system, such as marijuana, 
methamphetamine, cocaine or heroin. 

6. The Defendant reported she has not used any drugs for the last couple of 
years and when questioned further, she became upset. The Defendant stood and 
left the room, expressing she did not want to talk to Detectives any further. 

7. Later that same day, the Defendant provided a sample of urine and blood 
through the execution of a search warrant. 

8. On 10/231/18 an autopsy was conducted on the body of CAW. Dr. Snell, 
Minnehaha County Corner, reported, “There was no anatomic cause of death". 
The cause and manner of death were undetermined. 

9. The blood and urine samples provided by the Defendant were submitted to the 
South Dakota Public Health laboratory in Pierre for analysis. The State Health 
Lab reported in a blood toxicology screen that Carboxy THC was detected at 35 
ng/ml as well as Methamphetamine at 84 ng/ml. 
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10. These events occurred in the City of Sioux Fails, Minnehaha County,. State of 
South Dakota. 
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
